building near 
Cowbridge 
livestock market - 
the project has 
taken a new twist. 

Fresh plans have 
emerged to take the 
livestock market to a 
new site - as yet 
undecided - just outside 
the town, meaning that 
the VMCE building 
would be moved closer 
to the town walls. 

However, at this 
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Stage, all the parties 
involved appear to be 
enthusiastic about the 
possibilities. 

Plans to close the 
market and sell off the 
land for an ‘extra care’ 
residential 

development, back in 
2011 /12, were fiercely 
opposed. 

At the time, moving 
the site of the livestock 
market did not appear 
to be an option. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “A 
new project board set 
up by the Vale Council 
has set out an ambitious 
vision for Cowbridge 
Livestock Market site; 
an area of the town that 
it has concluded is in 
need of comprehensive 
regeneration. 

“The new board, 
established following 
this year’s local 
elections, believes there 
is great potential for the 
site owing to its town 
centre location at the 
heart of Cowbridge 
Conservation Area and 
adjacent to the historic 
town wall. 

“For this reason it is 
proposing, subject to 
cabinet approval, 
funding and feasibility, 
an ambitious redevel¬ 
opment, which it 
believes will boost the 
town centre and provide 
additional public car 
parking.” 

The new proposals 
would see the existing 
Livestock Market 
relocate to the edge of 
Cowbridge, the Vale 
Market Community 
Enterprise (VMCE) 
deliver its proposed 
Exchange building on 
council-owned land 
alongside the town 
wall, and for 
improvements to be 
made to public car 
parking alongside the 
town wall and in the 
main livestock site. 

The current main 
market site would then 


be marketed by the 
council as an 
opportunity for a high 
quality sustainable 
development including 
additional parking for 
the town. 

There would also be 
an opportunity for the 
Charter Trust, subject to 
funding, viability and 
statutory consents, to 
realise its ambition of 
further restoring the 
town wall. 

Coun John Thomas, 
the Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “As a 
new Board, we have 
looked at this project 
from a fresh perspective 
and consider that the 
regeneration of this site 
will strengthen the town 
centre, provide some 
much needed public car 
parking, and retain the 
opportunity for the 
VMCE to deliver The 
Exchange, and the 
Charter Trust to pursue 
restoring the historic 
town walls.

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Memories of 
yesteryear in 
Barry’s old Vic 


W ITH 

reference 
to Laurie 
Owen’s part 4 
article - Vic ‘Wild 
West’ in the 1950s, 
my father worked 
at the Victoria 
Hotel for 38 years, 
starting with 
cleaning cellars, but 
was soon in the 
office. 

‘Eddie’ Damm 
became the manager of 
the Vic, a position he 
held for many years (less 
one short break). 

The Williams family 
had the Vic on a liberal 
lease from Hancocks 
Brewers, and had other 
business and property 
interests (my father used 
to collect rents from 
some of the houses in 
the side streets off 
Holton Road; built for 
£50 each!). 

Evan and ‘Gran’ 
Williams were uncle and 
aunt to my father. Eor 
most of the period, the 
Williams family lived in 
and ran their business 
interests from the Vic 
and held the licence, so 
my father was able to 
live out. 

However, when both 
Evan and Gran passed 
on, my father continued 
to manage the Vic for 
his cousins, but had to 
take on the licence and 
live in which he, my 
mother and myself did; 
my brother was bom 
while we were there. 

The four of us lived in 
the Vic for three years 
(my brother a bit less!) 

My parents decided to 
leave because they did 
not wish to bring up two 
boys in a pub 
environment; they 
bought a small business 
elsewhere in town. I 
believe that my father’s 
cousins relinquished the 
lease on the Vic and it 
became a standard 
brewery pub. 


The Victoria Hotel 
was a mixed type of 
pub: There were the 
‘spit and sawdust’ bars 
(copper and brass well 
polished), standard 
stand-up town pub bar 
with commercial room 
off and an invitation- 
only small back room 
bar with bar¬ 
maid/waitress service for 
‘the back room boys’. 

My father set up a 
Ship’s Cabin bar with 
marine memorabilia, 
including ship’s 
telegraph and bell (used 
at closing time); I went 
with my parents to 
collect some of these 
items from a ship 
breakers at Britton Eerry. 
The Vic had a restaurant, 
a function room and an 
off licence; I do not 
know when these date 
from. 

The ‘Wild West’! 

Our family left the Vic 
in 1952,1 think. I don’t 
recall seeing or hearing 
anything that would 
resemble the description. 

My bedroom, when 
we lived in, was above 
the entrance to one of 
the spit and sawdust 
bars - in the space over 
what is now the entrance 
to Tesco Express. 

My father did tell of 
the odd occasion when 
he would have to 
physically eject a trouble 
maker (my father even 
vaulting the bar counter 
on occasion!). 

The Vic was 
somewhat busy in World 
War Two with UK, 
American and other 
Allied servicemen and 
merchant sailors. My 
father managed the Vic 
part-time in the war, 
while being in the 
Special, and then the 
War Reserve Police. 

The ‘Wild West’ must 
date from after 1952; in 
later years, I did hear 
(rumours only) of a 
lively Vic.

With Bi-Mode trains, the Government still 
want to impose a fuel that is a serious risk to 
health, especially those who have a lung disease. 

I have lost count of the times when I have stood 
in a station such as Cardiff and Paddington, with 
choking fumes and excessive noise from diesel 
engines. 

To add further insult, the Dept, of Transport 
have imposed 25 year old turbo diesels on to the 
local rail network around Bristol. So is this the 
prospect for south Wales, should the metro 
initiative fail? 

Despite the disruption and the need for 
gantries, I and many others would rather see a fast

electrified railway that is healthy, clean and 
efficient, similar to what 1 have experienced in 
France, Spain and Switzerland. 

Unlike Europe, why are we so reticent to take 
up a superior technology? The railway 
infrastructure dates back to Victorian times, while 
the technology has changed and advanced over 
many years, but the infrastructure has stood still. 

Now we have to catch up and that means 
adapting Victorian bridges and although the 
overhead wires may not be attractive, 
electrification provides a far more efficient 
service. 

I realise that the French are experimenting with 
hydrogen and battery-powered trains for short 
distance journeys, but not for long distances. 

That is the future. 

Meanwhile, the UK Government promised 
electrification for the GWR Network to make up 
for the fact that we were not to have a high speed 
rail link. This was to be for the good of 
commuters and business alike, but economically, 
Swansea has been left out in the cold, which 
rightly they are complaining about. 

For the good of south Wales, I believe that the 
two Governments need to stop arguing about 
financing the rail network and get back to the 
drawing board. We cannot keep our rail network 
in a Victorian time warp. 

Even Brunei would agree.

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COWBRIDGE CYCLISTS MUST COPE WITH 
ADVERSITY TO RAISE £4,000 FOR TY HAFAN 


COWBRIDGE RFC (Keep 
Fit Club) set new standards 
of determination and 
disorganisation on its 
recent record-breaking 
ride on behalf of Ty Hafan. 

In abominable weather, limited 
visibility, and an all-enveloping 
wetness which many had not 
experienced since their last 
shower, a record 20 cyclists left 
Cowbridge for Brecon at a dismal 
6.30am on Sunday, September 3, 
to tackle the Taff Trail challenge. 

Even for a group used to losing 
a rider or two on most events, the 
confusion which led to 
international adventurer Nick 
Exley being left in a Cowbridge 
telephone box set a new record 
low! The first cyclist lost before 
the start of an event. 

Eortunately, good Samaritan 
and soon to be mother-of-the- 
groom, Lorraine Davies, 
performed a mercy dash to reunite 
the still confused athletes. 

Arriving in Brecon in incessant 
rain and gusting winds, the team 
once again demonstrated serial 
incompetence and technical 
inability as bikes were unloaded 
from trailers and reassembled. 

Within the first minute it 
became clear which wet weather 
gear had failed to live up to 
required standards - usually the 
prettiest. 

Showing a remarkable capacity 
to confuse even the well drilled 
and efficient Ty Hafan volunteers, 
the team eventually rolled through 
the Brecon Theatre start and into 
the elements. 


In an unusual moment of 
collective lucidity, the mobile 
shambles stopped after 200 yards 
for the obligatory team 
photograph on the basis that some 
may never be seen again. 

Having recruited specialist 
photographer, trailer driver and 
engineer Phil (bad knee) 
Llewellyn, the canal path team 
photograph reveals impressive 
images of superficial happiness, 
while inside most were crying. 

During the ride to Talybont, and 
grind to Pontsticill, the cobwebs 
were blown and washed away and 
occasional gaps in the mist 
revealed the true beauty of the Taff 
Trail. 

Luckily, most remembered 
what the path looked like in 
sunshine but for our German 
volunteer Bemd, the route was 
and still remains a mystery. 

A particularly impressive 
performance by Judith Nunn was 
commented upon by the many 
athletes left in her wake on some 
of the steepest pulls. 

By the time Merthyr was in 
sight the team had come into its 
own, using local knowledge to 
tackle curry arfnarf (the lunch of 
champions) at the Station Hotel, 
Cefn Coed. 

Probably the single most 
impressive example of the sterling 
commitment of these heroes was 
the way they left the warm pub 
and convivial company, climbing 
into their wet gear, onto slippery 
bikes with barely a moan and only 
a few tears, in order to continue 
the challenge. 

In the run down to Cardiff 


through mud and rain the team 
gained momentum. 

Buoyed by beer and driven by 
the prevailing winds this section 
was marked by dramatic scenery 
and the beauty of the riverside 
path. 

Pausing only for the occasional 
flat tyre and muddy tumble, the 
team began to stretch out. 

Approaching Cardiff an 
accident involving another team 
provided a pause for the KLC 
stragglers. Here KLC doctors 
Arnold and Stuart, barely 
recognisable in their mudpack 
disguises and showing no 
evidence of post retirement rust, 
sprang into action to provide rapid 
and effective professional medical 
support to an injured rider. 

This final delay provided an 
excellent excuse as the ‘Dream 
Team’ stragglers crossed the 
Sophia Gardens finishing line and 
made their way to the Mochyn 
Ddu for well-earned refreshments 
and to lower dress code standards. 

An adventure which was both 
gruesome and gorgeous saw the 
Cowbridge KLC riders raise a 
record of more than £4,000 
(sponsorship still being collected) 
on behalf of life limited children 
and their families supported by the 
brilliant work of Ty Hafan (the 
real heroes). 

In celebrating the success of a 
memorable day and speaking on 
behalf of cyclists and supporters, 
team therapist Bryan Jeffreys 
thanked all sponsors and 
confirmed a “great team, a great 
effort and what a shambles!”

talk on wills, inheritance tax 
and power of attorney. 

She told us that six out of 10 persons 
fail to leave a will, and in the case of no 
will being made, the intestacy rules 
cover a spouse and their children, but 
that partners and step-children have no 
automatic rights. 

We learned that requests for your 
funeral arrangements are not legally 
binding, and that it is advisable to 
appoint an executor who is happy to do 
so. 

The question of inheritance tax 
turned out to be far more complicated 
than most of us imagined, with only a 


donation to a named charity remaining 
tax free, and the advice that it is 
advisable to review your Will every 
five years. 

After refreshments we continued 
with business. This included a 
reminder that the 30th anniversary of 
the village hall is being celebrated on 
September 16 and 17 with two days of 
events for the whole family on offer, 
and that our own 30th anniversary 
dinner takes place next month in the 
hall with a splendid meal, a celebratory 
cake and a young, gifted harpist 
concluding what promises to be a very 
different monthly meeting. 

The meeting was reminded that WI

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NORTHERN ACCESS ROAD 
SET TO BE BUILT BY 2019 


THERE was disappointment for people 
from Llantwit Major, Llanmaes and St 
Athan who had travelled to Barry in the 
hope of seeing Vale councillors reject the 
proposed Northern Access Road (NAR). 

It was voted through by 13 votes to 1. 

The Welsh Government is behind the application 
on economic grounds and Vale planning officers had 
recommended it for approval. 

In Llantwit Major, Llanmaes and St Athan there 
was strong opposition to the proposal. 

At the planning meeting, people were allowed to 
speak in favour of the NAR, and against it. 

Those opposing the new road argued that it was 
unnecessary; that it would run across productive 
agricultural land; that it was in a flood zone; that it 
would involve housing developments which would 
alter the character of the area; that the Welsh 
Government hadn’t made the jobs and business case 
for the road; and that there would be traffic 
problems. 

Coun Graeme Smith of Llanmaes Community 
Council told planning councillors the NAR was 
“unproven, unnecessary, and frankly absurd”. 

He said it was a project that might make sense 
among a small, closed group of people, but didn’t 
stand up to any scrutiny when faced with ‘real world 
facts’. 

He said the road and housing development would 
be built on a green site, but questioned whether 
there would be jobs for people in the new houses.

Coun Smith insisted the road had not been a 
requirement of Aston Martin, pointing out that in 
response to a letter from Llanmaes Council, the 
CEO of the company. Dr Andy Palmer, had replied: 
“This is not part of our plans and is a Welsh 
Government-led project which I believe is aimed at 
improving access and infrastructure to the planned 
Aerospace Business Park (ABP).” 

Llantwit Major councillor Sally Hanks said that 
the minimum number of houses that could be built 
was 465 and that local constituents were concerned 
that it would change an unspoilt rural area. 

Coun Gwyn John, who says the Welsh 
Government has not produced enough evidence of 
new employers arriving in the area, told councillors: 
“We all know why this has come before us. It was 
the big mistake the Welsh Government made of 
purchasing this land back to the DTC (Defence 
Training College) days.” 

Coun John’s argument was that the government 
was anxious to put the land to some use. 

He suggested: “Why not use the Eglwys Brewis 
Road? It was good enough for 14,000 airmen.” 

Economic growth 
COUN John said he also noted that Alun Cairns, 
the Secretary of State for Wales, who has 
business promotion as part of his responsibilities, 
was opposed to it. 

He added: “Are we building a road to nowhere 
which is going to destroy the countryside for people 
who have lived in the area all their lives? Are we 
rubber-stamping this simply because it is a Welsh 
Government application? 

“There is no evidence of a future business case.” 

Paul Vining spoke in favour of the Welsh 
Government’s application. 

He said: “Since the MoD’s decision not to build 
the DTC at St Athan, things have moved on and 


there have been three important developments. 

“Eirst, the Welsh Government is continuing in 
earnest with its plans for the ABP. The number of 
jobs located there will be boosted significantly 
when Aston Martin starts production in 2019. 

“Second, as you may know, the Welsh 
Government has given a special designation to St 
Athan. 

“It is a strategic opportunity area in the ‘Welsh 
Government Spatial Plan’, and it is part of the 
enterprise zone. 

“These give St Athan a special place in the Welsh 
Government’s plans to promote economic growth in 
Wales.” 

He told councillors: “Third, your own council has 
adopted the local development plan for the Vale and 
the proposals in that plan include 305 hectares of 
employment land at the ABP. 

“It is the largest employment site in the Vale and 
substantial areas of new housing all require access 
even though those houses are not part of the current 
planning application. 

“The NAR is central to these proposals and this is 
recognised in the LDP.” 

He quoted from the LDP, saying: “The Northern 
Access Road is considered essential to facilitate 
development at the enterprise zone.” 

He said the new route would be a higher quality 
one than Eglwys Brewis Road, pointing out that a 
specific report into the issue had confirmed the 
Northern Access Road was a better option. 

Works would also take place, including ‘storage 
areas’, to deal with locations which had a flood risk. 

He added that the best and most versatile 
agricultural land only made up a small part of the 
application. 

Now the Welsh Government has got the go-head, 
it will be keen to get the project started, bearing in 
mind it wants it finished in time for when Aston 
Martin goes into production in 2019. 

The estimated cost of the new road is £15 million.

Railway holds ‘Open 
Doors’ event this month 


DID you or a 
member of your 
family work on the 
railway at Tondu? 

At one time Tondu 
was one of the busiest 
junctions in Britain, 
serving the mining 
valleys to the north and 
connecting to Bridgend 
and mainline stations to 
the south. The station 
opened in 1864 as part 
of the Dyffryn Llynfi 
and Porthcawl Railway 
and in 1883 the station 
and associated lines 
became part of the 
Great Western Railway. 

Over the years Tondu 
Junction grew in size, 
with a large engine shed 
to stable locomotives, a 
wagon works, a 
marshalling yard and 
signal boxes. 

The station at Tondu 
also served passengers 
and a favourite 
destination was 
Porthcawl. Many people 
might remember longer 
day trips to places such 
as Blackpool. 

The station closed to 
passenger traffic in 
1970 but an hourly 
service on the Maesteg 
line recommenced in 
1992. The line to the 
Ogmore Valley has 
gone, but most of the 
track to the Garw Valley 
remains and the Garw 
Valley Railway society 
is working towards re¬ 
opening the line 
between Pontycymmer 
and Tondu as a heritage 


railway. 

On Eriday and 
Saturday September 22 
and 23, Wesley Church 
Centre Tondu (the 
Methodist Church) will 
be open from 10am to 
3pm to celebrate and 
remember ‘The Railway 
Heritage of Tondu’. 

This event takes 
place as part of the 
Open Doors scheme run 
by Cadw in Wales. You 
will be able to see 
photographs, maps, 
models and artefacts 
that tell the story of 
Tondu Junction and 
there will be an 
opportunity to find out 
more about the plans of 
the Garw Valley 
Railway Society.

THE St Athan HM 
Coastguard search and rescue 
(SAR) helicopter team has 
completed its 500th mission 
since Bristow Helicopters 
commenced SAR operations 
on behalf of HM Coastguard 
in October 2015. 

The base was one of the first 
purpose-built sites created as 
Bristow took responsibility for the 
UK SAR service, with each new 
base representing an investment 
worth in the region of £7 million.

Bristow crews are delivering the 
UK SAR helicopter service on 
behalf of HM Coastguard with state- 
of-the-art helicopters, equipped with 
the latest search and rescue 
technology including night vision, 
mission management and increased 
onboard medical capabilities. 

Completing 500 missions in just 
over two years is a significant 
occasion for St Athan’s dedicated 
teams of pilots and specialist 
winchman paramedics, winch 
operators, engineers and support 
staff, the majority of whom 
transferred to the new SAR service 
from the former military operation. 

Captain Oily Padbury, chief pilot 
at St Athan, said: “Reaching 500 
jobs is a very proud moment for the 
base and comes after an extremely 
busy month, with over 50 SAR call¬ 
outs in August.

UK SAR service has been renowned 
for delivering for more than 70 
years. 

“Many people won’t be aware just 
how regularly we are called out as, 
compared to the sound of an 
ambulance or fire engine passing by, 
our missions are often undertaken in 
remote and challenging areas where 
our work goes unseen. 

“We rely on the public for their 
support - in terms of preparing 
themselves as well as possible 
before they venture out on land and 
at sea, and for providing accurate 
information when calling 999 for 
assistance.” 

The St Athan base has a team of 
30 employees located at the 
Coastguard SAR base at St Athan 
Aerospace in South Wales. 

Bristow began operating the UK’s 
SAR helicopter service on behalf of 
the Maritime and Coastguard 
Agency (MCA) in 2015, after 
winning the tender in 2013.

Question — and answer - 
time for Welsh Secretary 


THE Government is 
working to secure 
the best deal for 
Wales and the 
United Kingdom as 
it prepares to leave 
the European 
Union, says Alun 
Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP was 
answering a question in 
the Commons from Plaid 
Cymru MP, Liz Saville- 
Roberts. 

She said that this 
month marks the 20th 
anniversary of the 
referendum that brought 
devolution to Wales. 

Ms Saville-Roberts 
said: “The European 
Union (Withdrawal) Bill 
is a bare-faced 
Westminster bid to take 
back control against the 
will of the people of 


Wales. 

“Will the minister tell 
the House what his 
Government will do 
when Wales denies 
consent to the Bill later 
this year? Would it not be 
political folly to press 
ahead in such 

circumstances?” 

She also challenged 
Mr Cairns on “broken 
promises”. 

She said: “The 
Secretary of State has 
said in the past that there 
will be more powers for 
Wales, but is not his 
rhetoric undermined by 
the Government’s record 
of broken promises? 

“The tidal lagoon — 
no decision; S4C funding 
— slashed; rail 
electrification — 

cancelled. Will he list the 
powers that Wales can 
look forward to and say 



when we will hear what 
they are?” 

Mr Cairns said 
withdrawal from the EU 
is about creating the 
smoothest form of exit 
that the Government can 
deliver. 

He said he and Eirst 
Secretary of State, 
Damian Green, had met 
Welsh Eirst Minister 
Carwyn Jones earlier in 
the week and are keen to 
deepen their engagement 
even further. 

Mr Cairns told Ms 
Saville-Roberts: “We 

want the Welsh 
Government to respond 
so that we can come up 
with the sort of 
frameworks that will 
work for every part of the 
United Kingdom. 

“I am disappointed by 
the tone of the 
Honourable Lady’s 
question. 

“She is well aware of 
our strong record on 
devolution? Earlier this 
year, we passed the 
Wales Act 2017. 

“Last December, we 
agreed a new fiscal 
framework, which gives 
Wales a very fair 
settlement. 

“We are trying to work 
as closely as possible 


with the Welsh 
Government to deliver an 
exit from the European 
Union that works for 
every part of the UK. 
Wales is obviously my 
interest in that.” 

He was also 
questioned by Mon¬ 
mouth MP David T C 
Davies. 

Mr Davies said that 
since the Brexit 
referendum result, Wales 
has seen record inward 
investment, record levels 
of employment and a 
proposal to scrap the 
Severn bridge tolls. 

He asked Mr Cairns: 
“Does that not show that 
under the Conservative 
Government, the future 
for Wales is very good 
indeed?” 

Mr Cairns said Mr 
Davies is a passionate 
campaigner for not only 
the UK and Wales but for 
the benefits of leaving 
the European Union. 

He said: “We want a 
stronger, fairer, more 
united and outward¬ 
looking Union, and 
members on both sides of 
this House have a role to 
play in that.”

Two homeless 
charities get 
helping hand 
from council 


THE Vale Council 
has again pledged 
financial support to 
two homelessness 
charities as efforts 
to combat the 
problem in the area 
continue. 

Llamau, an 
organisation that has 
been working for more 
than 30 years to help 
homeless and vulnerable 
young people across 
Wales, will receive 
£18,000 over the next 
financial year, which 
will be put towards its 
Advice and Supported 
Lodgings projects. 

Based at 236, Holton 
Road, Barry, Llamau 
runs a one-stop shop for 
young people aged 16 to 
25 in housing need in 
the Vale. 

It offers advice on 
housing and benefits, a 
family mediation 
service, homelessness 
prevention services, a 
supported lodgings 
scheme and tenancy 
support. 

The supported 
lodgings scheme offers 
those with a spare room 
the opportunity to let a 
young person in need 
use it, in turn 
developing the skills 


needed to live 
independently. 

This will be the 12th 
consecutive year in 
which the council has 
provided Llamau with 
grant support. 

In addition to 
supporting these 
initiatives, the council 
has also pledged £5,000 
to the Tabernacle Home 
Access Project. 

This scheme, run by 
the Tabernacle Baptist 
Church in Penarth 
through the Home 
Access charity, provides 
advice and support for 
those who are homeless 
or threatened with 
homelessness in the 
Vale. 

Coun Andrew Parker, 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for housing and 
building services, said: 
“Homelessness is a 
huge problem nationally 
and, though numbers of 
people who find 
themselves in this 
position are low in the 
Vale compared to some 
other parts of the 
country, the issue is just 
as devastating for those 
who do.

What the film Dunkirk 
doesn’t mention... 



This fascinating photograph shows the extraordinary scene outside Westminster Abbey 
as frightened people queued to pray, a scene replicated across the nation. 


A ll across 
our towns 
and cities 
the blockbuster 
film Dunkirk is 
creating great 
interest and 
fascination. 

There is, however, 
one major fact not 
mentioned in the film. 

Many of those who 
see the film will be 
interested to learn that 
the situation was 
actually so desperate. 
King George VI called 
for a National Day of 
Prayer on May 26, 

1940. In a national 
broadcast, he asked the 
people of Britain to 
pray for God’s help. 

Thousands of special 
services were held 
across the country and 
literally millions of 
people poured into 
churches to pray. 

Two significant 
events immediately 
followed. Firstly, a 
violent storm arose over 
the Dunkirk region 
grounding the 
Luftwaffe, which had 
been killing thousands 
on the beaches. 


F urther to 

M Lewis’s 
letter in last 
week’s GEM, 

Taylor Wimpey 
makes a very 
strange point. 

Its current application 
includes around 50 per 
cent red brick facing. 

Why, therefore, did it 
respond to M Lewis by 
saying it are “in 
ongoing discussion with 
the Vale Council in 
regard of material 
finishes of the homes at 
Darren Farm”? 

Furthermore, at the 
meeting in the town hall 
arranged by Taylor 
Wimpey and its 
representatives to 
reassure Cowbridge 
residents, we were led 
to understand that 
facing would be stone 
and/or render. 

Taylor Wimpey even 
went into such detail as 
the “twirly brick pillars” 


Secondly, a great 
calm descended on the 
Channel, the like of 
which hadn’t occurred 
for a generation, 
enabling the hundreds 
of tiny boats to rescue 
338,000 soldiers, rather 
than the estimated 
30,000. 

It was the timing of 
these events 
immediately after the 
Prayer Day which led 
people to speak of “the 
miracle of Dunkirk” and 
Sunday, June 9, was 
officially appointed as a 
Day of National

Wind River is ‘slow- 
burning, powerful 
and conipelling\.. 


T he saying in 
Hollywood is 
that the 

directors hold all 
the power while the 
writers remain 
powerless. In the 
case of Taylor 
Sheridan, his first 
two scripts have 
been anything but 
lacking in power, 
Sicario a gritty 
look at the world of 
drug smuggling, 
while Hell Or High 
Water was a 
modern-day 
western with a 
conscience. 

Taking the step into 
the world of direction, 
Sheridan is both the 
writer and the helmer of 
Wind River, a film 
which sees FBI agent 
Jane Banner (Elizabeth 
Olsen) embark on the 
investigation of a 
murder when game 
tracker Cory Lambert 
(Jeremy Renner) finds 
the body of an 18-year- 
old on a Native 
American reservation. 
Determined to track 
down the murderer, the 
pair team up but soon 
find themselves in 
danger... 

It seems a natural 
progression for Taylor 
Sheridan to make the 
move from behind the 
keyboard to behind the 
camera; after all, based 
on his first two scripts 
Sheridan smacks of a 
man who has a strong 
viewpoint and, thus far, 
has worked with 
directors (in Denis 
Villeneuve and David 
Mackenzie) who have 
brought that viewpoint 
to life without losing 
any essence of what is 
being conveyed. 


Wind River is a film 
that is an unabashed 
Taylor Sheridan film; 
you have stoic 
characters whose 
emotions are constantly 
trying (and not always 
failing) to come to the 
surface, in a world of 
murky morals and dark 
places where things are 
never as calm as they 
seem. 

It’s a solidly directed 
debut from Sheridan, 
whose work wears an 
influence of those he’s 
worked with previously 
(the eerie calm and 
precision certainly harks 
to Denis Villeneuve’s 
work), a film that 
knows there’s more 
mileage in wringing 
every last drop of 
emotion through the 
storytelling rather than 
the visual impact. 

Certainly the freezing 
snows and icy grounds 
of the titular reservation 
are reflected in the 
telling of the story, 
Sheridan relaying a tale 
that (it’s unsettling to 
realise) is all too 
common in America. 
The notion of an FBI 
agent, ill-suited to the 
job at hand, and a local 
tracker, grizzled to the 
physical and emotional 
world around him, 
could have turned this 
into an awkward 
collision between 
ideologies, but Sheridan 
has shrewdly cast the 
film. 

Jeremy Renner is 
superb at slow-burning 
characters who reveal 
so much, yet so little, at 
the same time, and he’s 
excellent here, as is 
Elizabeth Olsen as the 
FBI agent who is yet to 
be hardened to such 
terrible occurrences. 

Neither performance 
is particularly showy, 
but both, Renner in

particular, manage to 
convey so much with 
such a low-key turn, the 
naturalism of their 
performances and those 
around them grounding 
the film and making it 
hugely engaging 
(especially Gil 
Birmingham’s grieving 
father, whose two big 
scenes are wonderfully 
played). 

The plot isn’t a 
procedural with twists 
and turns, there are very 
few surprises here, and 
Sheridan isn’t trying to 
pull the rug over your 
eyes at any point. 

Instead the story 
unfolds in a very still 
manner, the real power 
lying not so much in the 
plot machinations, but 
more in the impact that 
the discovery of the 
body has on various 
characters. 

As the film winds 
towards its denouement 


it comes not with an 
earth-shattering reveal 
but rather a slow- 
burning uncovering of 
what led to the young 
girl finding herself 
barefoot in the snow, 
seeing the last moments 
of life cruelly freezing 
in front of her. 

It may be a little too 
subtle (one disturbing 
moment aside) and 
results in the film’s only 
real mis-step as 
Sheridan goes a little 
Death Wish-Mie., but the 
director switches down 
gears to see the film 
out. 

It’s another triumph 
for Sheridan, a man 
who is capable of 
writing (and now 
directing) films with a 
strong core, whose 
narratives relate to the 
world we live in or the 
world we barely know 
of. It perhaps lacks a 
little of the finesse that 
a more seasoned 
director would have 
provided, but Wind 
River is still a strong 
and powerful piece of 
work. 

VERDICT: Slow 
burning, powerful and 
compelling. Wind River 
is a sturdy piece of 
work, and another 
superb screenplay from 
Taylor Sheridan. His 
direction isn’t bad 
either, and with strong 
performances from the 
likes of Jeremy Renner 
and Elizabeth Olsen, it’s 
a strong watch. 
Recommended.

Vale MP says 
scrapping tolls will 
benefit Wales 


SCRAPPING the 
tolls on the Severn 
Bridge from next 
year will provide a 
“significant boost” 
to the south Wales 
economy, says Alun 
Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP was facing a 
question in the Commons 
from Conservative MP 
for North Wiltshire, 
James Gray. 

Mr Gray told him: 
“The scrapping of the 
Severn tolls is a huge 
benefit to businesses 
across Wales. 

“Does my Right Hon 
Friend agree that it is also 
of vast benefit to 
businesses in places such 
as Wiltshire, where HGV 
operators have been 
paying £20 a time to get 


across the Severn? 

“All of a sudden, they 
will be able to do 
business in Wales much 
more profitably.” 

Mr Cairns said Mr 
Gray had rightly 
recognised that scrapping 
the bridge tolls is a 
significant boost not only 
to the south Wales 
economy but to the 
economy of the south¬ 
west of England. 

He said: “He 

welcomed it along with 
the South Wales 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Business West and many 
others. 

“It seems that the only 
people who have not 
welcomed the scrapping 
of the Severn tolls are the 
Labour Party and the 
Welsh Government.”

I HAVE to confess to being a 
Remoaner - and we have 
much to moan about. 

Not only am I, my children and 
grandchildren, about to lose our 
valuable European citizenship (the 
right to live and work in any EU 
country with the same rights and 
protections as apply in Britain) but 
my house (should I ever want to retire 
to the Continent) is now worth some 
20 per cent less than before. 

A falling currency is a measure of 
the country’s economic prospects and 
as Britain has gone from having one 
of the fastest growing economies in 
Europe to one of the slowest, the 
devaluation of the pound (and the 
inflation that is following with prices 
mounting in the shops) is not 
surprising, 

I still have no idea what Brexit is 
for. Whenever I ask someone who 
wants us to leave the EU what EU law 
they want to see scrapped, they cannot 
reply; or else they quote a judgement 
of the European Court of Human 
Rights (which isn’t part of the EU at 
all). 

When I ask how they personally 
will be better off they can only talk 
vaguely about ‘independence,’ which 
is to misunderstand our relationship 
with the EU. We are not an EU 
dependency, we are a part of the EU 
itself. The EU did not invent the 
Single Market; Britain invented the 
Single Market and persuaded our EU 
friends that this would be in their 
interest as well as ours. We are part of 
the machine that makes EU law and 
we have a veto over any important 
issue that we don’t like. 

Ah yes, say the Leavers, but what 
about immigration? Well, the 
government has singularly failed to 
control non-EU immigration, so why 
should it do any better in controlling 


EU immigration if it had the power? 
Besides, it has said that people can 
come where they are needed (which is 
pretty much everywhere). 

The real problem at the moment is 
that since the Brexit referendum and 
the fall of the pound, the flow of EU 
nurses has all but dried up, ditto those 
hardworking souls who pick our fruit 
and vegetables. 

In short, Brexit is a potential 
nightmare without an upside. We have 
seen how the Leave’s campaign £350 
million per week ‘Brexit bonus’ for 
the NHS has evaporated like the 
morning dew. 

No amount of ‘pulling together’ or 
‘talking up the economy’ can overturn 
facts. 

We don’t need Brexit to trade 
globally. Eifty-five per cent of 
Britain’s exports already go to non- 
EU destinations. China is awash with 
German (EU) cars. What can Brexit 
give us that we don’t already have? 
And how will this make up for what 
we are losing? 

Please don’t believe the ludicrous 
myths about the EU accounts not 
being audited (or similar myths): they 
have been declared error-free every 
year since 2006. 

Democracy is about giving people 
what they want and one of the things 
they may want is the right to change 
their minds. There was no Brexit 
prospectus at the time of the last 
referendum. 

Let’s see how things turn out in the 
next year and then offer people the 
opportunity to confirm or overturn 
last summer’s frightful decision. 

After all, if leaving the EU were 
such a brilliant idea why is it that 
Britain alone out of 28 countries 
wants to pursue it?

Rare fen orchid numbers 
improving... BUT NOT 

OUT OF THE WOODS YET 


Y ears of pioneering 
hard work to 
restore a fragile 
dune habitat are now 
beginning to reap rewards, 
with the highest numbers 
of fen orchid in 20 years 
recorded at Kenfig Dunes, 
near Bridgend, this 
summer. 

Over 1,000 of these extremely 
rare orchids have been counted, 
more than double the number 
seen in the last two decades. 

Three-quarters of the plants are 
growing in special ‘scrape’ 


habitats created by a partnership 
of the charity Plantlife, Natural 
Resources Wales and Bridgend 
County Borough Council to help 
bring the orchid back from the 
brink of extinction. Of global 
significance for its dune habitats, 
Kenfig Important Plant Area 
(IPA) is the last place in the UK 
where the dune form of fen 
orchid grows. 

A spokesperson from Plantlife 
said: “This year’s count provides 
strong evidence that our joint 
conservation efforts are reversing 
declines and providing a brighter 
future for one of Wales’ rarest 


wild flowers.” 

Plantlife’s Colin Cheesman 
said: “This special dune form of 
fen orchid once grew at eight 
dune sites along the south Wales 
coast, but a lack of active 
management meant that the dunes 
became overgrown, the bare sand 
disappearing under a thick mat of 
vegetation. 

“Even at Kenfig, one of the 
most important dune systems in 
the UK, numbers dropped from 
21,000 at the end of the 1980s to 
just 400 when conservation work 
began in 2011.”

Colin continued: “This 
result is not just good 
news for Kenfig, but for 
other dune sites like 
Whiteford and Pembrey 
where we can now 
introduce similar 
management in the 
hopes of bringing back 
fen orchid.” 

Fen orchid {Liparis 
loeselii) is one of the 
most threatened wild 
plants in Europe and is 
listed on Annex II of the Habitats and Species Directive, one of only nine 
flowering plants in Britain afforded this level of protection. 

At Kenfig, fen orchid doesn’t grow rooted in soil but perched on top of 
small clumps of moss that grow on the damp, bare sand. In many ways, this 
makes it more like tropical orchids that grow as epiphytes on trees. 

Two forms of fen orchid are found in Britain. 

The dune form is now found only at Kenfig, but another form occurs in the 
fens of East Anglia, where it is known from just three sites. KC

1 . Wooden floors are 
a wonderful addition to 
any home, whatever its 
style or period, and are 
a practical alternative 
to carpet, especially in 
hallways and reception 
rooms.

However, original

AMs take up grazing rights 
with Cabinet Secretary 


WELSH Assembly Members from across 
south Wales have made a joint effort to 
solve continuing issues with common 
grazing rights. 

Many farmers from across the Vale exercise 
grazing rights on common land - but these have 
been put under threat by a number of high profile 
cases involving landowners restricting access - 
including at Eglwysilan Common. 

There are also concerns about loss of public rights 
of way more generally - such as for leisure use. 

Occasionally, obstructive and even intimidating 
methods have been used. 

South Wales Central AM Andrew RT Davies, 
Caerphilly AM Hefin David, Pontypridd AM Mick 
Antoniw and Cynon Valley AM Vicki Howells met 


Lesley Griffiths - Cabinet Secretary for 
Environment and Rural Affairs - to discuss the issue, 
along with Dafydd Jarrett from NFU Cymru. 

Following the meeting the Cabinet Secretary 
agreed to write to local authorities, the Police and 
Natural Resources Wales to establish who is 
responsible for enforcing common land rights - and 
also look at rectifying gaps in the existing 
legislation. 

South Wales Central AM Mr Davies said: “Many 
farmers from across the Vale exercise grazing rights 
- and the high profile cases in the area put this at 
risk. 

“It is vital we work on a cross-party basis to sort 
this out - and hopefully this meeting will be the next 
step to getting the situation resolved.”

In his introductory 
address.

Report says UK residents are losing 
‘confidence’ in food standards 


A NEW food fraud report 
reveals UK food confidence 
is declining, with cases of 
food fraud such as the 
horse meat scandal most to 
blame. 

As Britain prepares to leave the 
European Union, new research by 
commercial insurer NFU Mutual 
reveals that only 15 per cent of 
people in Wales and the south west 
have confidence in the European 
food chain and just six per cent in 
the global chain, fewer than one in 
every 10 people. 

Almost three quarters (72 per 
cent) believe there to be an issue 
with food fraud in the UK, with 
one fifth also believing that they 
have personally experienced it (20 
per cent). 

Hearing about high profile 
cases of fraudulent food in the 
media, such as the horse meat 
scandal in 2013, is the most 
common cause of reduced 
confidence in over half of 
consumers (55 per cent). 

The NFU Mutual Food Fraud 
Report 2017, published on 


September 7, also found that in 
Wales and the south west, 
takeaways are the least trusted 
type of food outlet (44 per cent) 
followed by online (21 per cent) 
and artisan food markets (16 per 
cent). 

The least trusted product types 
are processed foods (37 per cent), 
red meat (19 per cent) and 
supplements (14 per cent). 

Commenting on the report, 
Frank Woods, retail sector 
specialist at NFU Mutual, said: 
“There has never been a more 
important time for tackling food 
fraud and getting regulation right 
as we plan to leave the European 
Union, but Government proposals 
for where we will get our food 
from are already under tough 
scrutiny from industry and 
consumers alike, with concerns 
over quality. 

“Producers are under immense 
pressure to offset price rises 
caused by the weakened value of 
sterling and higher import costs, 
squeezing already tight budgets 
and resources and potentially 
cornering them into using cheaper 


global suppliers that may be more 
vulnerable to fraud.” 

He continued: “Much of the 
industry is addressing this by 
changing its supply strategy and 
supporting British producers - 
likely to be popular with a 
majority of consumers who want 
to support local businesses on 
home soil.” 

The NFU Mutual Food Fraud 
report, which is designed to 
understand challenges facing 
businesses working across the 
‘field to fork’ supply chain, 
explores attitudes and influencers 
of trust, perceived blame, impact 
upon behaviour and awareness of 
food crime. 

The report includes viewpoints 
and advice from major industry 
bodies including the British Retail 
Consortium, Food and Drink 
Federation, British Hospitality 
Association and National Farmers 
Retail & Markets Association.

Book review 
by Brian Lee 
WITH its powerful 
tides and one of the 
highest tidal ranges 
in the world, the 
Severn Estuary was 
a barrier between 
two nations - that 
was until the Severn 
Bridge was opened 
in 1966 - the only 
way to cross the 
Severn Estuary was 
by ferry or railway 
tunnel. 

In the 19th century, 
Thomas Telford spoke of 
bridging the estuary, 
which at the time was 
too expensive and 
dangerous, so a railway 
tunnel was built instead. 

Today, we have two 
magnificent bridges 
crossing the wide 
estuary: the Severn 
Bridge and the Second 
Severn Crossing, and if 
you want to know more 
about the history of 
these bridges, buy a 
copy of Chris Witts’s 
The Severn Estuary 
Crossings (published by 
Amberley at £14.99).

On a lighter note, I 
think I am right in 
saying that when the 
Severn Bridge was 
opened, the first man to 
cycle across it was 
Stanley Chamberlain, 
who worked in the 
despatch department at 
the Western Mail & 

Echo offices in Cardiff. 

I know this, because I 
worked there at the time, 
too! 

I also recall the 
occasion some years 
ago, when the traffic was 
so busy on the Severn 
Bridge that a horse that 
was due to run at 
Chepstow races was 
taken out of his 
horsebox and walked by 
his handler to the 
racecourse, so that it 
would get there in time 
for the horse’s particular 
race. 

Horse and handler not 
only got to the track in 
time, but the horse won 
his race!

SUMMER CARESCHEME 

The Summer Carescheme was once again 
held at Ysgol Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg, 
with over 360 children attending over the 
4 week period. 

This is the only full-day care provision held 
through the medium of Welsh in the Vale of 
Glamorgan so is an important service which allows 
parents to continue working, as well as providing the 
opportunity for children to continue using Welsh 
during school holidays. The highlights of Summer 
2017 have included ceramics, percussion and circus 
skills workshops, water games, a visit by The Nearly 
Wild Show creatures, and trips to the Cinema, 
Bowling, Cantref Farm and Play Zone (Swansea). 

BWRLWM PLAY SESSIONS 

A new provision for this Summer were the 
BWRLWM open access play sessions, 
which were held in partnership with the 
Urdd for the first 3 weeks of the holidays. 

These 1 hour 55 minute sessions were held twice 
a day at different parks and outdoor locations every 
day of the week - Victoria Park (Barry), Bear Field 
(Cowbridge), Belle Vue Park (Penarth), Knap 
Gardens (Barry) and Llantwit Major Rugby Club. 
These free sessions proved very popular - with over 
230 children attending over the 3 weeks, and an 
average of 37 children in every session! 

The feedback we have received from parents and 
guardians has been very positive and we would like 
to thank aU of the staff and volunteers involved with 
these two provisions for their commitment and hard 
work. 

During the 2016/17 academic year, Menter Bro 
Morgannwg has organised over 220 activities and 
events, attracting 8,000 service users. We look for¬ 
ward to expanding this programme over the next 
year thanks to new Framework funding from the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council.

Vale iow-cost’ 
home ownership 
scheme promoted 


T he Vale 

Council and 
four local 
housing 

associations have 
launched a 
campaign to 
promote the low- 
cost home 
ownership options 
available to first¬ 
time buyers trying 
to get on the 
property ladder. 

Aspire20wn was 
created by the Vale 
Council and its partners 
in recognition that first 
time buyers can often 
find it difficult to get 
onto the first step of the 
property ladder. 

With an Aspire20wn 
shared equity scheme, 
first-time buyers can 
purchase a new home for 
less than the market 
value so they don't need 
to raise such a big 
mortgage or deposit. 

The buyer owns their 
new home outright and 
as the value of their 
home increases, so does 
the value of their share. 

Danielle Lewis 
recently purchased her 
first home in Picca Close 
at St Lythan’s Park with 
housing association 
United Welsh in 
partnership with the 
council through the 
Aspire20wn scheme. 

Danielle said: 
“Aspire20wn has 
enabled me to finally get 
a step on the property 
ladder, which is 
something I only 
dreamed of. Now I can 
gain some independence 
and move out of my 
parents’ home, which 
they are as happy as me 
about. 

“Everyone was 
extremely helpful 
throughout the process 


and with this being my 
first property purchase it 
felt overwhelming at 
times, so I really 
appreciated all the 
information I was given. 

“I would recommend 
this scheme to any first¬ 
time buyer who wants to 
own a home. With rent 
prices seemingly forever 
increasing, this is a great 
opportunity to actually 
have something that you 
can call your own.” 

Coun Andrew Parker, 
Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for Housing 
and Building Services, 
said: “House prices have 
risen beyond the reach 
of many would-be first¬ 
time buyers so the Vale 
Council is delighted to 
help deliver this scheme 
with our partners to help 
more people get on the 
property ladder. 

“Buying a property on 
a shared-equity basis 
makes it more 
affordable, while this 
scheme allows those 
participating to 
eventually gain total 
ownership of their home 
without paying any rent 
or interest on the portion 
they don’t own in the 
meantime.” 

Last year. United 
Welsh, Hafod, Newydd 
and Wales and West 
Housing signed a 
partnership agreement 
with Vale Council to 
deliver more affordable 
homes for the area and 
ensure the process is as 
effective as possible.
